Following are some more examples of the inaccurate references to pages 
or lines in an incorrect fashion. 

(1) Applicants' Brief, page 12, lines 4-6, describe "Two of these 
libraries, lib lA-B and lib ID, contain phage comprising random six amino acid 
mimotopes inserted in place of p-lactamase residues E104/Y105 and 
V103/Y105, respectively^. See Specification at 21. II. 3-5 . 

Applicants representative, William L. Strauss, during a telephone 
interview on April 7, 2005 interpreted " Specification at 2L IL 3-5"^ to mean 
Specification at page 21, lines 3-5. However, specification at page 21, lines 3-5, 
does not contain the cited information. In fact the related information as 
worded is found no where in the specification. 

Related or actual information on page 28, second paragraph, lines 3-4, is 
- 'six amino acid inserts in replacement of residues E104-Y105 and V103- 
Y105\ 

There is no reference to 'mimotope', or p-lactamase residues E104/Y105 

and V103/Y105 Slash (/) between residues 104-105 or 103-105 is 

an error 
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(2) A similar error is noticed in the citing the instant specification at 
page 24, line 16-19 and the subject matter referenced thereof. See The Brier, 
page 12, lines 11-13, 

(3) Such errors are in abundance and throughout the Applicants' 
Appeal Brief. 

(4) It is suggested that these defects be fixed before an Examiner's 
Answer and the forwarding of the- case to the "Board of Appeal and 
Interferences'.
